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J. B. Respess’ handsome horse Six Shooter won 
the Qreat Western Handicap at Washington Park 
yesterday. The prize was worth $2,870 and the vic- 
tory one to suit the crowd, as Six Shooter was the 
heavily backed public favorite. The race was a 
good looking one and the best horse won it. Seven 
horses went to the post, only Searcher being with- 
drawn. That left two to carry the Hildreth colors, 
Hermencia and Nitrate. The pair was the early sec- 
ond choice in the betting, though displaced by Little 
Scout as speculation wore along. The dispatch 
was happy and early with Hunter Raine in front. 

' Flying Torpedo displaced him at once and around 
the bend down the stretch and past the stand to 
the club house turn. Flying Torpedo showed the 
way, well clear of Little Scout and the Hildreth 
pair. So they ran well into the backstretch, Vinci- 
tor trailing and just betore Six Shooter. Nearing 
the half mile post— a mile out— Little Scout was 
in difficulties and the pace smartened. Vincitor 
-showed his lack of condition here and fell away 
hopelessly beaten. Flying Torpedo was still in 
front around the bend to the straight, with Nitrate 
nearly two lengths away and jnst clear of Hunter 
fiaine and Hermencia. Six Shooter was coming 
through on the outside. There was some bumping 
at the head of the stretch. Six Shooter being the 
sufferer. The favorite rallied, though, and, swing- 
ing Iwide, got to his horses at the eighth pole. 
Then he beaded them, and, drawing away, won 
easily by nearly three lengths. Flying Torpedo 
second, a length before Nitrate.

In a rousing finish between South Trimble and 
Waswift in the last sixteenth of the fifth race the 
former outstayed the latter, winning by a neck, 
with Prowl a very poor third. South Trimble was 
badly outrun for the first half mile, but closed up 
ground fast down the last quarter. Waswift 
showed much speed and stood a long, hard last- 
eighth drive. Prowl finished third simply because 
Father Wentker tired to almost a walk in the clos- 
ing strides. Gonfalon ran far below his best form 
and showed scant speed. Inspector Shea was 
always beaten off. 

Jack Rattlin won the last race easily by two and 
a half lengths from Wainamoinen, which beat 
Zibia three for second place.

She won $12,416 as a two-year-old in 1901, while this 
year she earned $26,675 in the One '.ihonsand 
Guineas. $25,468 in the Two Thousand Guineas and 
$22,285 in the Oaks, earning also $485 by running 
second to St. Malcon in the Lincolnshire Handicap.

ENGLAND’S GREAT MAKES. 

Writing from Lexington about Sceptre’s perform- 
ances this year, R. L. McClure says in a New York 
turf publication :

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I . DICK WELLES. 

^Despite his crushing defeat in the Kenwood 
Stakes no one who has seen him run will doubt for 
a moment that Dick Welles is not far from being 
the best two-year-old that has shown in the west 
so far this year. Big enough and fashioned in the 
mould to carry any weight, gifted with a high order 
of speed and at home on a muddy track or a dry 
track, he is a youngster that any turfman could well 
deem himself fortunate in owning. 

Ul^to date Dick Welles has started in five races, 
has won three, been second once and third once. 
His first start was in a half mile dash at Harlem, 
June 14, in which he ran third to The Don and 
Foxy Kane, with Bay Wonder, Stem Winder, Mal- 
lory and five others behind him. It was a muddy 
track and the colt was coming very fast at the fin- 
ish after having made up much ground from a poor 
send-off. At the same track, June 18, he won at 
four and a half furlongs in such remarkably fast - 
time as 53^ seconds, defeating Pluck, Americano, 
Alice Cary and eight others. Before the race J. B. 
Respess had purchased him for $4,500 and a share 
of such stakes as he might win at Washington 
Park. After the colt’s grand display of speed in 
this case Respess was voted a lucky man by other 
owners. 

His next start was at Washington Park, June 26. 
The track was slow, yet he ran four and one-half 
furlongs in 551-^ seconds, winning by five lengths from 
such cracks as J. Sidney Walker, Foxy Kane, Von 
Rouse and four others not so noted. This notable 
achievement he followed up by defeating Topsoil, 
Linguist, Goodman, Horatius and three others at 
five furlongs over a very heavy track. He won 
by ten lengths in such impressive fashion that he 
was at once voted the wonder of the year 
and Respess was the recipient of several offers at a 
heavy advance over the price he had paid for the 
colt. The reputation his three successive victories - 
had given him was somewhat dimmed by his unex- 
pected defeat in the Kenwood Stakes last Tuesday. 
The circumstances of that race are too fresh in the 
minds of local patrons of racing to bear recapitula- 
tion here. It is more than probable that he was 
simply unlucky rather than that Tom Cogan is his 
superior. His portrait in this issue is a correct 
presentation of the outlines of a young horse that 
is probably destined to an illustrious career, , 

GOSSIP OF THE TUBF. 

While the United States Government, through 
the Agricultural Department, is interested in the 
various breeds of horses for purposes of exporta- 
tion, it is not so directly concerned with race 
horses. And yet, the lessons of cavalry service in 
Africa and in our own Spanish war show that the 
thoroughbred can do more work than the common- 
bred horse. Both General Miles and Secretary 
Wilson of the Department of Agriculture have ad- 
mitted that the matter of a national racing com- 
mission is an important question of the hour. Such 
a commission, working in harmony with the heads 
of the Departments of Agriculture and War, should 
be able to create throughout the country at large, 
the satisfactory condition which exists in the state 
of Now York.
